barter,  Reagan 
slash  in  debate 


CLEVELAND  (AP)  —  President  Carter  and 
,  Ronald  Reagan  argued  war  and  peace  in  climactic 
campaign  debate  Tuesday  night,  the  president  ac¬ 
cusing  his  Republican  challenger  of  “dangerous  and 
belligerent”  talk,  Reagan  retorting  that  the  use  of 
force  should  be  “always  and  only  a  last  resort.” 

They  clashed  on  taxes  and  economic  policy,  each 
accusing  the  other  of  proposals  or  practices  that 
would  fuel  inflation.  Carter  called  Reagan’s  proposed 
three-year,  30-percent  tax  cut  inflationary  and 
“highly  ridiculous.” 

The  president  said  Reagan’s  vow  to  scrap  the 
pending  strategic  arms  limitation  treaty  with  the 
Soviet  Union  is  “a  very  dangerous  and  distrubing 
thing.” 

“I  am  not  talking  of  scrapping,”  Reagan  replied, 
saying  he  wants  to  take  the  treaty  back  into  renewed 
negotiations  with  the  Soviet  Union.  “That  is  hardly 
.  throwing  away  a  treaty  and  being  opposed  to  arms 
limitation,”  he  said. 

“Governor  Reagan  is  making  some  very  misleading 


and  disturbing  statements,”  Carter  shot  back.  He 
said  Reagan  wants  to  discard  the  treaty,  and  suggests 
that  nuclear  superiority,  and  the  threat  of  an  arms 
race,  would  be  U.S.  bargaining  positions  under  a  new 
GOP  administration. 

Reagan  said  his  policy  would  not  be  to  insist  on 
American  nuclear  superiority,  but  to  call  for  mutual 
arms  reductions  “to  the  point  that  neither  country 
can  represent  a  threat  to  the  other.” 

“This  attitude  is  extremely  dangerous  and 
belligerent  in  tone,  even  though  said  in  a  quiet 
voice,”  Carter  said. 

Carter  came  on  strong  on  the  war  and  peace  issue, 
a  theme  of  his  campaign  against  Reagan,  in  the  90- 
minute  debate,  one  week  before  the  presidential 
balloting.  So  did  Reagan. 

“To  maintain  ...  peace  requires  strength,”  Reagan 
said.  “America  has  never  gotten  into  a  war  because 
we  were  too  strong.  We  can  get  into  a  war  by  letting 
events  get  out  of  hand  as  they  have  in  the  last  3  1/2 
years.” 


Carter  countered  that  he  has  kept  the  peace,  said 
his  administration  has  been  steadily,  carefully  in¬ 
creasing  the  nation’s  defense  commitment.  He  said 
he  has  used  that  power  to  preserve  peace. 

“I  think  habitually  Governor  Reagan  has  ad¬ 
vocated  the  injection  of  military  forces  into  troubled 
areas  when  Land  my  predecessors  ...  have  advocated 
resolving  those  troubles  peacefully  and 
diplomatically,”  the  president  said. 

Reagan  assailed  the  administration  on  the  con¬ 
tinued  Captivity  of  American  hostages  in  Iran,  saying 
that  when  they  are  released  and  safe,  Congress 
should  investigate  the  government’s  response  to  their 
year-long  ordeal. 

“Once  they  are  safely  here  ...  then  I  think  it  is  time 
for  us  to  have  a  complete  investigation  as  to  the 
diplomatic  efforts  made  in  the  beginning,  why  have 
they  been  there  so  long,  and  what  did  we  do  to  bring 
that  about,”  Reagan  said.

In  San  Diego,  Bone  told  police  a 
woman  joined  his  abductors  about  two 
hours  outside  of  Salt  Lake  City.  Bone 
said  he  was  told  the  woman  was 
holding  his  daughter. 

Police  said  Bone  told  them  he  was 
held  prisoner  in  the  van  behind  a  wire, 
mesh  screen,  and  that  two  men  threw 
food  to  him  periodically. 

Police  quoted  him  as  saying  the  van 
was  on  the  road  constantly  although  he 
was  allowed  rest  stops  in  remote  areas. 

San  Diego  police  said  they  were 
searching  for  two  men  in  a  dark  brown 
or  black  Ford  van  and  a  woman  in  a  , 
Ford  Mustang  with  one  broken 
headlight. 

In  Salt  Lake  City,  Jack  declined  to 
say  what  police  might  know  about  the 
abductors.  “We’re  not  ready  to  release 
any  information,”  he  said. 

Jack  said  the  FBI  would  be  involved 
in  the  case  “as  soon  as  they  get  over 
here.”  An  FBI  spokesman  said,  “We 
are  following  the  matter  to  determine 
if  there  has  been  a  violatipn  of  United 
States  law.” 

Before  Bone  called  police  Monday 
night,  his  family,  friends  and 
businessmen  in  the  Taylorsville  area 
had  raised  a  $12,000  reward. 

Hopes  of  finding  him  alive  had  dim¬ 
med  somewhat  last  Friday  when  his 
wallet  was  found  in  the  desert  near 
Lake  Point,  25  miles  west  of  here.

Iran’s  Parliament  was  set  to  resume 
debate  Wednesday  on  the  American 
hostages  after  a:  one-day  pause  marked 
by  renewed  uncertainty  on  their  fate. 

The  Carter  administration,  moving 
toward  a  Nov.  4  presidential  election 
that  coincides  with  the  hostages’  first 
anniversary  of  captivity,  expressed  its 
irritation  at  news  reports  suggesting 
their  release  was  imminent.  The  White 
House  said  it  feared  the  reports  could 
cause  an  Iranian  backlash. 

Iranian  Revolutionary  leader 
Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini  at¬ 
tacked  President  Carter  in  a  broadcast 
speech  marking  a  religious  holiday, 
but  did  not  mention  the  hostages.  It 
was  the  holiday  that  halted  a  series  of 
parliamentary  debates  on  the  hostages 
that  began  Sunday  and  are  to  resume 
Wednesday. 

The  80-year-old  Moslem  patriarch, 
who  wields  virtually  complete  control 
over  the  government,  said  Carter  is 
“sitting  in  the  White  House”  while  Ira¬ 
nians  are  being  killed  in  battle. 

Iran  has  accused  the  United  States 
of  aiding  Iraq  in  the  war.  Prime 
Minister  Mohammad  Ali  Rajai  this 
week  said  the  debate  on  52  Americans 
was  less  important  than  the  war  that  is 
taking  Iranian  lives. 

In  Tehran,  sources  said  the 
parliamentary  discussion  was  likely  to 
continue  at  least  several  more  days 
because  of  conflicting  views  on  the  de¬ 
mands  that  should  be  made  on  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  for  their  release  and 
whether  all  hostages  should  be  freed 
together. 


The  sources  said,  many  deputies 
favored  trying  some  of  the  Americans  . 
as  spies  and  have  pledged  to  drag  out 
the  debate  as  long  as  possible. 

In  Hamburg,  West  Germany,  the 
ARD  television  network,  quoting  “in¬ 
formed  circles,”  said  Iran  might  de¬ 
mand  live  television  time  in  the  United 
States  to  argue  its  case  before  the 
American  people  as  a  condition  for 
releasing  some  of  the  captives. 

An  Iranian  parliamentary 
spokesman  denied  the  TV  feport. 
“This  is  not  true,”  said  an  official  who 
identified  himself  as  Mr.  Manafi,  at 
the  parliament’s  public  relations  of¬ 
fice. 

In  Bern,  Switzerland,  Denis 
Feldmeyer,  a  spokesman  for  the  Swiss 
—  who  handle  U.S.  affairs  in  Iran  — 
said  “I  have  no  information  on  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  a  possible  release  of  the 
hostages  ...  I  cannot  confirm  any  con¬ 
dition  (and)  there  is  no  certainty  about 
(their)  release.” 

White  House  officials  in  Washington 
have  been  urging  caution  against  too 
much  optimism  since  the  latest  spate 
of  speculation  began,  attempting  to 
keep  optimism  from  becoming  expec¬ 
tation. 

State  Department  spokesman  John 
Trattner.  said  one  troubling  report 
quoted  ah  unidentified  Iranian  as  say¬ 
ing  authorities  ip  Tehran  are  inter¬ 
preting  the  accounts  as  a  form  of 
pressure. 

Earlier,  Trattner  reiterated  U.S. 
government  warnings  that  putting  any 
of  the  hostages  on  trial  “would  have 
grave  consequences  for  Iran.”

“pretty  well  hashed  out  m  the 
meeting,”  according  to  Linda  Fogg, 
Social  Office  vice  president. 

The  policy  decided  on  in  the  meeting 
was  termed  “basically  good”  by  those 
.questioned.  The  policy  requires  that 
any  “complimentary”  tickets  given  out 
by  ASBYU  must  be  okayed  by  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Council.  One  area  affected  by 
the  change  will  be  the  Social  Off1.06 
cabinet,  which,  according  to  Miss 
Fogg,  attends  concerts  in  an 
evaluatory  capacity. 


“I’ve  been  talking  to  some  of  the 
other  vice  presidents  about  the 
policy,”  she  said,  “and  they  don’t  seem 
to  think  that  they  have  to  abide  by  it 
also.  I  just  hope  they  have  the  foresight 
to  understand  the  amendment  when 
they  vote  on  Thursday.” 

Although  the  Social  Office’s  ticket 
policy  has  been  used  as  an  example 
lately,  Duke  said,  “all  the  offices  will 
be  affected.”

Ford  suffers  record  industry  loss 

DETROIT  (AP)  —  Ford  Motor  Co.  said  Tues¬ 
day  it  lost  $595  million  in  the  third  quarter,  bring¬ 
ing  its  losses  so  far  in  1980  to  $1.79  billion,  the 
biggest  nine-month  losses  for  any  firm  in  the  na¬ 
tion’s  history. 

The  quarterly  loss  by  the  No.  2  automaker  was 
reported  one  day  after  a  loss  of  $567  million  was 
announced  by  General  Motors  Corp.,  the  world’s 
largest  carmaker. 

When  GM’s  quarterly  loss  was  announced  Mon¬ 
day,  it  was  believed  to  be  a  record  for  a  U.S.  firm. 
However,  U.S.  Steel  Corp.  reported  it  lost  $668.9 
million  in  the  final  quarter  of  1979.  The 
steelmaker  had  first  reported  a  loss  of  $561.7 
million,  but  revised  that  after  changing  its  ac¬ 
counting  practices  for  1979. 

Hostage  hopes  hurting  Carter 

NEW  YORK  —  The  growing  anticipation  of 
Americans  that  U.S.  hostages  held  in  Iran  will 
soon  be  released  has  not  raised  the  public’s  judg¬ 
ment  of  how  President  Carter  has  handled  the 
year-long  confrontation,  an  Associated  Press -NBC 
.  News  poll  says..  - 

The  hostage  issue  has,  in  fact,  become  more  en¬ 
tangled  in  the  presidential  -  election  in  recent 
weeks,  as  an  increasing  number  of  people  say  Car¬ 
ter’s  handling  of  the  crisis  has  been  designed  to 
advance  His  re-electioh  campaign. 

In  addition,  Americans  do  not  favor  any  deal 
which  would  trade  spare  parts  of  military  equip¬ 
ment  to  Iran  in  exchange  for  the  release  of  the  52 
hostages, 

The  recent  swirl  of  rumors  and  speculation 
about  a  possible  release  of  the  hostages  has  fueled 
a  substantial  public  expectation  that  they  will  in¬ 
deed  be  freed. 

Thirty-eight  percent  of  those  interviewed  Oct. 
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22-24  said  they  expected  the  Postages  to  be 
released  in  the  next  few  weeks.  Twenty-five  per¬ 
cent  said  the  release  will  come  later  this  year  and 
21  percent  exected  they  would  still  be  held  next 
year.  Sixteen  percent  of  the  2,405  of  the  adults  in¬ 
terviewed  nationwide  by  telephone  were  not  sure. 

That’s  quite  a  change  from  the  AP-NBC  News 
poll  in  May  which  indicated  only  4  percent  saying 
the  hostages  would  be  released  soon,  42  percent 
later  this  year  and  42  percent  not  until  next  year, 
if  ever. 


U.S.  Steel  reports  low  earnings 

PITTSBURGH  -  U.S.  Steel  Corp.,  the  na¬ 
tion’s  largest  steel  producer,  said  Tuesday  its 
third  quarter  income  dipped  nearly  13  percent 
compared  to  the  same  period  last  year. 

“Steel  market  demand  was  weak,  characterized 
by  an  extremely  rapid  decline  in  orders  starting  at 
the  end  of  the  first  quarter,”  said  Chairman  David 
Roderick. 

Earnings  for  the  quarter  were  $77  million,  or  88 
cents  -a  share  on  sales  of  $2.8  billion.  In  the  same 
period  last  year,  income  was  $88.2  million,  or 
$1.02  a  share,  on  sales  of  $3.2  billion. 

The  company’s  steel  manufacturing  sector, 
however,  was  the  only  industry  segment  that  was 
unprofitable  for  the  period,  U.S,  Steel  said. 
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“I  understand  it  (the  Social  Office)  perfectly,” 
Cahoon  said.  “I’ve  done  my  homework.” 

“Maybe  she  does  have  a  reason  to  have  people, 
there  (at  concerts),”  Cahoon  said.

A  study  of  alleged 
health  hazards  caused 
by  toxic  chemicals  used 
at  Hill  Air  Force  Base 
between  1950  and  1975 
has  yet  to  take  place 
even  though  it  was  or¬ 
dered  by  Congress  a  year 
ago,  a  union  official  said 
Tuesday. 

Neil  Breeden,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  American 
Federation  of  *  Govern¬ 
ment  Employees,  local 
1592,  at  Hill  Air  Force 
Base,  named  seven 
chemicals  suspected  of 
causing  serious  health 
hazards  to  people  who 
have  been  in  prolonged 
contact  with  them. 

“On  Nov.  10,  James 
Hadley,  a  congressional 
representative  from  New 
York,  directed  the  Air 
Force  to  conduct  a 
proper  study  of  the ' 
situation  at  Hill  Air 
Force  Base  and  deter¬ 
mine  what  health 
hazards  actually  existed 
and  how  to  correct  the 
situation,”  Breeden 
said. 

“So  far,  the  Air  Force 
has  wrapped  itself  up  in 
a  mess  of  bureaucratic 
paperwork,”  he  said, 
“and  they  haven’t  con¬ 
ducted  any  tests  of  the 
chemicals  in  question  at 
all.” 

He  said  the  safety 
situation  has  improved 
steadily  over  the  last  few 
years,  but  the  base  has 
been  reluctant  to  con¬ 
duct  any  kind  of  a  sub¬ 
stantial  investigation. 

An  Air  Force 
spokesman  in 

Washington  said  the 
military  arm  is  trying  to 
get'  the  necessary  infor¬ 
mation  in  order  to  con¬ 
duct  a  reliable  survey  of 
the  people  involved. 

“We’ve  contacted  the 
Internal  Revenue  Ser¬ 
vice  to  get  them  to 
cooperate  with  us  on  this 
matter,”  the  spokesman 
said.  He  said  the  Air 
Force  is  doing  its  best  to 
contact  people  so  the  , 
problem  can  be  solved, 
but  the  work  is  going 
"  slowly  at  this  point. 

The  Washington 
spokesman  said  the  Air 
Force  was  unable  to  ob¬ 
tain  a  list  of  people  in-, 
volved  with  toxic 
chemical  health 
problems  from  the  IRS 
because  of  privacy  laws. 

Breeden  said  he 
suggested  that  the  Air 
Force  obtain  its  infor¬ 
mation  by  using 
questionaires  sent  to  for¬ 
mer  base  workers  by  the 


IRS.  The  Air  Force 
claims  the  IRS  is  the 
only  agency  able  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  information. 

“The  information  is 
with  the  IRS.  If  the  guy 
has  paid  taxes  in  the  last 
year  then  the  IRS  can 
find  him,”  Breeden  said. 
“What  we  need  to  do  is 
cut  the  bureaucratic  red 
tape  and  get  the  Air 
Force  to  give  the  Sqcial 
Security  numbers  to  the 
IRS  so  they  can  match 
them  up  and  find  out 
where  these  people  are.”

After  this  quick  iden¬ 
tification,  some  time 
should  be  spent  analyz¬ 
ing  these  goals  and  dis¬ 
cussing  them  with  im¬ 
portant  people,  such  as 
spouses  and  children,  he 
»  said. 

After  analyzing  goals, 
Thompson  said, 
priorities  should  be  set. 
The  next  step  is  to  move 
toward  goal  accomplish¬ 
ment  by  making  a  daily 
“to  do”  list. 

'“List  all  the  things 
you  want  to  accomplish 
in  a  day,”  Thompson 
said.  “Prioritize  them, 
identifying  the  most  im¬ 
portant  items  with  A’s, 
the  next  most  important 
with  B’s,  and  the  least 
important  with  C’s.” 

He  warned  against 
filling  tiipe  by  doing  the 
easier  items  first.  “We 
get  a  false  sense  of  ac¬ 
complishment  when  we 
,  look  at  our  lists  and  see  a 
’  lot  of  C’s  crossed  out,” 
Thompson  said.  “We 
still  have  the  important 
items  weighing  on  us, 
however.” 


Thompson  suggested 
a  periodic  time  analysis. 
“Write  down  how  you 
spend  your  time  for  a 
week,  recording  how 
each  15-minute  time 
block  is  filled,”  he  said. 
“This  can  help  you  see 
where  your  time  goes 


and  any  ways  to  manage 
time  more  efficiently  by 
completing  like  tasks  at 
the  same  time,” 

Another  method 
Thompson  suggested 
was  time  segmentation. 
“Reserve  certain  seg¬ 
ments  of  time  for  certain 


tasks  or  activities,”  he 
said.  “Try  not  to  deviate 
from  this  plan,” 

Thompson  advised  in¬ 
dividuals  with  irregular 
schedules  to  plan  no 
more  than  50  percent  of 
their  time. 


Woman  ' guilty ' 
in  childs  death

Linda  Beck  of  Provo,  charged  with 
negligent  homicide  in  the  death  of  a 
child  she  was  babysitting,  was  found 
quilty  Tuesday  following  a  10-hour 
trial. 

The  verdict  was  reached  by  the 
eight-member  jury  after  45  minutes  of 
deliberation  in  the  8th  Circuit  Court  in 
Orem. 

Miss  Beck  is  scheduled  for  sentenc¬ 
ing  on  Nov.  25  by  Judge  Joseph 
Dimick 

Three-year-old  Leslie  Ghoslin  died 
of  hyperthermia  —  excessive  heat  — 
apparently  after  being  left  by  Miss 
Beck  in  her  automobile  for  over  two 
hours  on  Aug.  8.  The  child  was  the 
daughter  of  Robert  and  Noel  Ghoslin 
of  Orem. 

The  21 -year-old  babysitter  said  she 
left  the  child  in  her  car  after  the  little 
girl  refused  to  go  with  her  into 
Hollywood  Beauty  College  where  Miss 
Beck  had  a  hair  appointment. 

Miss  Beck  testified  the  car  windows 


§,were  down  when  she  went  into  the 
salon.  After  sending  Leslie’s  five-year- 
old  sister  Karen  to  check  on  her,  the 
babysitter  said  she  was  told  Leslie  had 
rolled  up  the  windows  and  locked  the 
doors.  However,  Miss  Beck  said  she 
wasn’t  aware  of  the  potential  danger  of 
the  situation  and  had  never  heard  of 
hyperthermia. 

Miss  Beck  testified  that  she  stopped 
worrying  about  the  child  when,  after 
other  checks,  Karen  said  her  sister  had 
gone  to  sleep. 

Miss  Beck  was  the  first  to  discover 
the  dead  child  when  she  went  to  the 
car  after  finishing  her  appointment. 
She  said  when  she  entered  the  car  she 
touched  Leslie’s  leg  discovering  it  was 
stiff.  She  said  she  then  realized  the 
child  was  dead. 

She  said  she  ran  back  to  the  beauty 
college  to  summon  help. 

Ralph  Peterson,  a  businessman  in 
the  area  of  the  incident,  was  the  first 
person  to  enter  the  car  after  Miss  Beck. 
He  described  the  interior  as  “ex¬ 
tremely  hot”.

According  to  Utah 
Valley  law  inforcement 
officers,  the  extent  of 
Halloween  pranks  is 
generally  only  a  few 
soaped  windows,  and 
TP’d  trees. 

“We  really  have  very 
few  problems  with 
Halloween  pranks,” 
Robert  Kelshaw,  chief  of 
BYU  Security  Police 
said.  “Our  chief  concern 
is  vandalism,  but  we 
have  very  little  problem 
with  it.” 

The  biggest  problem 
at  BYU  is  soap  being 
poured  in  the  fountains, 
Kelshaw  said.  “It  may 
seem  pretty  insignifi¬ 
cant,”  he  said;  “but  it’s 
costly.”  Kelshaw  said 
the  suds  have  an  effect 
on  the  seals  in  the 
pumps.  If  soap  is  put  in 
the  fountains  they  have 
to  be  drained  and  the 
pumps  have  to  be 
cleaned.  The  cleaning;  of 
the  pumps  is  quite  ex¬ 
pensive,  he  said. 

Another  common 
prank  is  the  dressing  of 
the  statues  on  campus; 
Kelshaw  said  this  is  not 
a  significant  problem  as 
long  as  they  don’t  use 
paint. 

Orem  police  treat 
Halloween  like  a  normal 
Friday  night,  said  Assis¬ 
tant  Police  Chief  Jay 
Barker. 

“On  Halloween  night 
we  try  to  have  all  the 
available  units  on 
patrol,”  he  said,  “but 
we’ve  never  had  any  real 
problems.”  The  biggest 
problem  has  been  a  few 
cases  of  window  waxing, 
he  said. 

Utah  County  Sheriff 
Mac  Holley  says  Hallo¬ 
ween  used  to  present  a 
bigger  problem  for  law 
enforcement  officers 
than  it  does  now.  He  ac¬ 
credited  the  reduction  of 
problems  to  better 
education  about  van¬ 
dalism  in  the  schools 
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HOLIDAY  FLIGHTS 
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and  structured  programs 
such  as  spook  alleys 
Halloween  night. 

BYU  students  have 
never  caused  any 
problems  for  the  sheriffs 
department  at  Hallo¬ 
ween,  Holley  said. 

The  safety  of  trick-or- 
treaters  while  in  the 
streets  is  the  principle 
concern  of  the  Provo 
Police,  said  Chief  Swen 
Nielsen. 

“We  expect  a  few 
pranks,  but  they  are 
generally  within  the 
reasonable  bounds  of 
propriety,”  Nielsen  said. 

“Our  worst  night  is 
Christmas  Eve  rather 
than  Halloween,’.’ 
Barker  said.  There  are 


more  arrests  then,  than 
any  other  time  of  year; 
the  number  of  incidents 


of  drunk  driving  and 
family-related  problems 
is  particularly  high  then.

now  for  almost  20  years'.  According  to  the  Rev.  F. 
Marshall,  in  his  book  entitled  “Football-The  Rugby 
Union  Game,”  rugby  can  be  traced  back  to  the 
Romans,  who  introduced  the  sport  into  England.  The 
first  mention  of  the  game  in  English  history  was 
made  by  Fitz  Stephen  in  the  13th  century. 

Cougar  Rugby  Coach  John  Seggar  was  instrumen¬ 
tal  in  starting  the  team  in  1961  when  he  organized  it 
as  a  coach-player: 

Rugby  started  out  as  a  club,  and  as  interest  and 
participation  grew,  the  sport  finally  became  part  of 
the  extramural  program  in  1968.  And  since  its  begin¬ 
ning,  the  team  has  done  remarkably  well  in  competi¬ 
tion. 

For  years,  the  BYU  ruggers  have  consistently 
placed  among  the  top  rugby  teams  in  the  nation.  In 
1968  through  1973,  they  finished  in  the  top  10  every 
year,  tying  for  first  place  in  1973.  Seggar  has  a  record 
of  139-26-6  since  he  has  coached  the  team. 

Seggar,  who  is  starting  his  20th  season  with  the 
team,  says  that  he  thinks  it  has  a  lot  of  potential  this 
year.  “I  think  we  had  moments  during  the  alumni 
game  when  we  played  up  to  our  potential,”  he  said. 
“But  I  think  that  we  sat  down  during  part  of  the 
game  also.” 

“I  wanted  the  team  to  get  30  points  out  of  the 
game,  but  we  ended  up  with  25,”  he  said.  “A  goal  of 
30  points  a  game  is  the  only  way  to  help  keep  rugby 
exciting  and  fun  to  watch.  Just  because  we’re  in  the 
lead  doesn’t  mean  it’s  time  to  rest.” 

Seggar  said  that  the  heat  was  probably  one  factor 
slowing  the  players  down  in  the  game.  “This  was  the 
first  time  many  of  the  players  had  run  for  80  minutes 
in  the  heat  like  this,”  he  said. 

The  Cougars’  next  game  will  be  Nov.  7  when  they 
play  Rose  Park,  a  team  of  Polynesians  from  Salt  Lake 
City.  The  game  will  begin  at  5:30  at  Haws  Field. 

The  Cougars  will  have  six  more  games  this 
semester.  Games  will  resume  again  Feb.  24  when 
they  play  the  University  of  Arizona. 

The  highlight  of  the  season,  which  normally  goes 
through  May,  will  be  the  team’s  trip  to  Wales, 
England.

Blacks  lack 
jobs  in  NFL 

WASHINGTON  (AP) 
—  Black  players  have 
fewer  opportunities  than 
their  white  counterparts 
to  gain  jobs  as  assistant 
or  head  coaches  in  the 
National  Football 
League,  according  to  a 
study  released  by  the 
NFL  Players  Associa¬ 
tion. 

The  study  also  con¬ 
cludes  that  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  blacks  in 
coaching  in  the  NFL 
have  diminished  in  the 
past  seven  years  even 
though  the  number  of 
coaching  positions  have 
increased  with  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  league  to  28 
teams. 

“We  have  found 
strong  suggestions  that 
race  does  m.atter  in 
l  recruitment 
lal  football,” 
said  Dr.  Jomills  Henry 
Braddock  II  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University, 
who  conducted  the 
study  for  the  players’  u- 


formation  is  to  be 
believed,  Braga  was  the 
finest  receiver  the  school 
had  ever  produced. 
Although  OCD  was  not  a 
passing  school,  Braga 
caught  48  passes  for  753 
yards  and  was  named 
All-South  Coast  League. 

When  Braga  arrived 
at  BYU  he  didn’t  know 
if  he  would  play  first 
team,  but  after  seeing 
his  competition  he  says 
he  felt  confident  he 
would  make  it. 

“Finally,  all  the  hard 
work  has  paid  off/’  he 
said  after  his  first 
touchdown  with  BYU. 

He  was  called 
“Touchdown  Braga” 
during  the  1979  season. 
One-third  of  his  recep¬ 
tions  were  for  scores 
(eight  of  21.  His  recep¬ 
tions  went  for  369 
yards). 

This  year  Braga  has 
10  catches  for  210  yards 
for  a  21-yard  average. 
Every  other  week  he 
trades  with  Bill  Davis  at 
starting.

One  hypothesis 
advanced  by  archaeologists  working  in 
the  area  is  that  the  Mayans 
deliberately  covered  up  the  stucco  with 
soil  for  some  future  preservation  or 
use,”  Matheny  said.

*a  temple  site  at  El  Mirador,  about  225 
Yniles  north  of  Guatemala  City.

j  known  until  the  group  returns,  to  the 
;-site  in  January,  Matheny  said. 

)  The  discovery  was  made  by  Richard 
(Hansen,  a  graduate  student  in 
•archaeology  while  he  worked  on  a 
■'pyramid  called  “Tigre,”  so  named  by 
’the  natives-  because  the  temple  is 
[shaped  like  a  jaguar’s  head,  the 
■professor  said. 

fi  “One  of  the  great  mysteries  here  is 
•why  the  delicate  stucco  surface  and. 


The  discovery,  along  with  others  in 
the  area,  prompted  Matheny  to  invite 
Guatemalan  President  Romeo  Lucas 
tp  the  site.  Lucas,  with  other  govern¬ 
ment  officials,  examined  the  ancient 
city  just  before  the  expedition  closed, 
Matheny  said. 


“The  sheer  immensity  of  the  ‘forgot¬ 
ten  city’  in  the  jungle  is  impressive,” 
the  archaeologist  said.  “It  could  be  the 
largest  and  oldest  city  yet  discovered 
in  Mesoamerica.” 


Government  officials  would  like  to 
see  the  site  become  a  tourist  attraction 
but  it  would  take  years  before  an  air¬ 
field  could  be  built  and  the  ruins 
prepared  for  visitors,  Matheny'  said. 

“The  sculptured  head  is 
anthropomorphic  —  combining  a  style 
to  make  it  look  like  a  jaguar  and  a 
human  at  the  same  time.  This  includes 
large  teeth,  an  earspool  in  the  earlobe 
as  a  symbolic  decoration  of  authority 
and  extended  jaguar  claws  as  part  of 
the  ear  decoration,”  Matheny  said.

|  “Students  often  feel  that  because  they  don’t  have 
•much  money  they  don’t  negd  to  plan  their  finances,” 


The  speakers  of  the  three-day  seminar  will  discuss 
these  resources  and.  how  they  can  be  used  in 
economic  planning.  Beginning  with  instructions  for  a 
basic  money-management  system,  the  seminar  will 
explore  income  and  estate  taxes,  retirement  plann¬ 
ing,  life  insurance  and  dealing  with  inflation. 


“The  financial  problems  causing  many  people  to 
struggle  include  inflation,  taxation,  financial  dis¬ 
organization  of  personal  affairs  and  lack  of  coordina¬ 
tion  in  a  family’s  financial  life,”  Bohn  said.  “Some  of 
these  problems  come  from  the  lack  of  budgeting,  Sav¬ 
ing  skills,  money  management  and  planning.” 

One  way  students  can  deal  with  inflation  is  to 
choose  their  careers  carefully.  “Students  should  pick 
a  profession  that  will  provide  an  income  potential 
that  will  exceed  the  rate  of  inflation,”  Bohn  said. 
“Graduates  should  plan  to  earn  $30,000  annually  af¬ 
ter  a  few  years  in  their  profession.”

Recent  polls  show  that 
Utah  State  House 
Speaker  Jim  Hansen  is 
gaining  in  the  con¬ 
gressional  race  against 
incumbent  Gunn 
McKay. 

An  opinion  poll  con¬ 
ducted  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  KTVX  in  Salt  .

International  foods 

The  Japari  Clqb  will 
feature  authentic 
Japanese  cuisine,  said 
Yuji  Inagaki,  Japan 
Club  president.  “We 
will  sell;  sushi  and 
gyoza,”  said  Inagaki. 


“Sushi  is  rice  with  eggs, 
bamboo  shoots  and 
other  combined  in¬ 
gredients  rolled  up  in 
dried  seaweed.  Gyoza 
are  fried  wontons  filled 
with  meat  and  onions. - 
We  might  be  selling 
chicken  teriyaki,  too.”

to  international  con¬ 
ferences.” 

Students  from  four 
nationalities  will  be 
representing  the  booth. 
“We  hope  students  will 
come  to  our  booth  and 
enjoy  the  experience  of 
international  pastries,” 
said  Miss  Zaifnejad. 

Booths  will  be  scat¬ 
tered  throughout  the 
main  floor  of  the  Wilkin¬ 
son  Center,  said  Win¬ 
field.  “We  even  plan  to 
set  up  booths  outside 
under  the  newly  covered 
patio.” 

Special  attractions 

“Some  featured  at¬ 
tractions  will  be  a  spook 
alley,  sponsored  by 
Science  Fiction  and 
Fantasy  Club,  and  a 
dunking  booth,  spon¬ 
sored  by  Sigma  Epsilon 
Club.” 

Sigma  Epsilon  hopes 
to  earn  $100  at  its  booth 
this  year.  “We  are 
charging  a  quarter  for 
two  throws,”  said  Jack 
Potter,  Sigma  Epsilon 
Club  president. 
“ASBYU  President  Jeff 
Duke  said  he’d  be  a  par¬ 
ticipant  in  our  dunk 
booth.  We  hope  to  get 
student  leaders  and 
cheerleaders  to  par¬ 
ticipate  also.  Of  course, 
students  are  invited  to 
dunk  their  friends,  too,” 

A  magic  presentation, 
an  escape  artist  and  a 
mime  show  will  be 
featured  events  this 
year,  said  Winfield.  All 
are  scheduled  to  perform 
on  the  main  floor  of  the 
Wilkinson  Center  Step- 
down  Lounge.  “These 
shows  should  attract  a 
lot  of  students,”  said 
Winfield. 

Friday  Night  Live  was 
originally  scheduled  for 
Oct.  24,  the  night  of  the 
Beach  Boys  concert, 
said  Winfield.  Linda 
Fogg,  ASBYU  Social  Of¬ 
fice  vice  president,  un¬ 
knowingly  scheduled  the 
concert  for  the  same 
night,  he  said. 


“Even  though  we  had 
$700  worth  of  advertis¬ 
ing  already  printed  with 
the  original  date,  it  was 
cheaper  to  change  the 
date  of  Friday  Night 
Live,  than  to  change  the 
concert  date,”  Winfield 
said.  “It  would  have  cost 
$35,000  to  cancel  the 


Beach  Boys  on  Oct.  24. 

“To  reconcile  our 
losses,  the  Social  Office

‘Marooned’  and  the 
dance,”  Winfield  said.

Owens  advocates  political  involvement

Personal  involvement 
iq  the  election 
proceedings  this  year 
and  involvement  in  a 
political  party,  regar¬ 
dless  of  the  party  affilia¬ 
tion,  was  urged  by  Dr. 
Wayne  E.  Owens,  for¬ 
mer  U.S.  Congressman, 
D.  Utah,  at  Tuesday’s 
forum  assembly. 

“You  don’t  have  to 
agree  with  all  of  the 
policies  of  a  particular 
party,”  said  Owens. 
“You  should  become  in¬ 
volved  with  the  party 
with  which  you  feel  most 
comfortable.” 

Because  Owens  was 
the  coordinator  of  the 
Edward  Kennedy 
presidential  campaign 
in  nine  western  states, 
he  said  at  the  forum  he 
originally  did  not  sup¬ 
port  President  Carter  in 
his  renomination  bid. 

“Although  I  did  not 
support  Carter  at  that 
time,  I  feel  that  he  is  a 
tightly-disciplined  man 
who  has  learned  through 
a  trial  and  error 
method.”  Carter  has 
shown  improvement  and 
will  be  a  much  better 
president  during  a 
second  term,  Owens 


historic  step  of  gathering 
all  the  Mormons  into 
one  .  room  and  dividing 
the  room  in  half;  one 
side  Democrats,  the 
other  side  Republicans. 

Owens  said  that  there 
are  a  lot  of  Mormons 
who  view  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  attempts  to  solve 
problems  with  skep¬ 
ticism. 


The  vast  majority  of 
leaders  are  honorable, 
intelligent  men  of  good 
will,  said  Owens.  “The 
mistakes  that  are  made 
are  ones  of  enthusiasm 
not  of  indifference,”  he 
said. 


programs,  said  Owens. 
They  must  take  the 
blame,  he  continued. 

Owens  also  urged  sup¬ 
port  for  Congressman 
Gunn  McKay,  D-Utah, 
in  the  elections  next 
week.  “He  (McKay)  is  a 
straight-arrow  Mormon. 
Some  have  called  him  a 
liberal,  whatever  liberal 
might  mean  in  politics, 
but  he  is  not,”  said 
Owens. 

Although  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Democratic 
party,  Owens  is,  not  too 
concerned  whether  the 
Democratic  or 
Republican  party  takes 
office  in  the  November 
elections.1  “Mormons 
should  not  necessarily 


vote  for  the  Democratic 
or  Republican  party. 
They  should  vote  for  the 
person  who  can  do  the 
best  job,”  said  Owens. 

“I  do  not  pray  for  a 
party  (Democratic)  vic¬ 
tory,”  Owens  said,  “but 
rather  a  triumph  of 


Owens  was  the 
Democratic  spokesman 
for  BYU’s  forum 
assembly.  Every  four 
years,  during  the 
months  preceeding 
national  elections,  BYU 


devotes  two  of  its  weekly 
forum  assemblies  to  ex¬ 
pressions  from  the  two 
major  political  parties. 
Sen.  Howard  Baker,  R. 
Tenn.,  was  the 
Republican  spokesman. 


“If  we  (Americans) 
falter,  it  will  be  the 
failure  of  the  ultimate 
sovereign,  the  people,” 
Owens  added. 


He  also  said  the  LDS 
people  should  realize 
Carter  has  a  Christian 
background  not  unlike 
their  own. 

Owens  talked  about 
problems  facing  the  U.S. 
today  such  as  coex¬ 
istence  of  races  and 
coexistence  of  different 
social  classes. 

“The  government  has 
an  obligation  to  help  the 
people,”  he  said. 
Americans  should  also 
help  the  government  "by 
lending  support  through 
voting  and  refraining 
from  unhelpful,  critical 
comments,  he  said. 
“How  will  people  act  if 
not  through  the 
government?” 

“LDS  people  are  uni¬ 
quely  prepared  to  help 
the  people  who  are  in 
need,  but  instead  often 
get  caught  up  in  single 
issues,”  said  Owens.
